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Elba City Council Vows To Fight Proposed Closing Of Railroad 


The Elba City Council committed 
itself to cover the legal cost of 
continuing the fight for existing 
railroad service to Elba. Mayor Bob 
English announced publicly the 
compliance with the council's 
previous request that City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan secure an estimate on 
the cost of engaging a Washington, 
D.C. law firm to represent the city's 
interest in this matter. English said 
a firm with experience in these 
matters had been contacted, and it 


would cost from $10,000 to $20,000 
in fees to challenge the closing 
action. The wide variation is due to 
an unknown amount of legal work 
the challenge will require, once 
Started. 

Council members voiced concern 
over the cost, questioned if it was of 
any use. but -ach member present 
voted to make the effort as long as 
there was a single ray of hope for 
success. Mayor English estimated 
that closing the branch line to Elba 


would cause about 75 workers to 
move from west Coffee County or be 
unemployed. He said that errors in 
the information presented to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
(ICC) by Seaboard Railroad would be 
the basis for appealing the original 


ICC order allowing the closing 
without a public hearing. 
English told council members 


about taking the initiative to file the 
first necessary papers to start the 
appeal process on Monday of this 


week at a cost of about $500. but no 
further action would be taken unless 
the council approved. After getting 
the unanimous consent of the 
council, English said he would 
authorize the city attorney to proceed 
immediately. 

Elba Police Chief John White told 
council! members Tuesday night that 
animal control continued to be the 
most pressing project of his depart- 
ment According to White. an 
aversve of 25 stray animals a week 


D.A. Proposes Expansion Of Enterprise 
Courthouse To Add Office Complex 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
September 10, at the courthouse in 
Elba and heard District Attorney 
Joel Folmar propose construction of 
an addition to the Enterprise court- 
house to house the district attorney's 
offices and give the sheriff's depart- 
ment extra room. 

According to Folmar, the 
addition could join the rear of the 
courthouse and could later be 
expanded to include a second floor. 
The cost of construction would 
reportedly be paid by the county's 
share of the fee charged in the new 
“Hot Check Program’’ and the rent 
now paid for offices to-house the 
district attorney. 

Under the new ‘“‘Hot Check 
Program’, an individual issuing a 
worthless check would be allowed to 
make restitution out of court and 
avoid having a criminal record. The 
D.A.’s office will implement the 
program and receive a $40 fee, of 
which 3S percent will remain in the 
county. This amount, added to the 
rent now paid ($350 a month) would 
be used to finance construction. 

The addition of a third judge in 
this circuit has necessitated hiring an 
additional man,"’ stated Folmar, 
‘and he needs an office. He is now 
using my office in Enterprise, and I 


don't have one. The new Hot Check 
program will bring in approximately 
$9,000 to the county, and by adding 
$4200 in rent, the county could save - 
and you can see it would pay for the 
building in only a matter of years.’’ 

Folmar recommended the use of 
inmate labor to help cut construction 
costs and asked the commission for 
an answer by October 1.

Four bids were received on four 
flat-beds for trucks, with J.B. Mills 
Welding getting the contract with a 
bid of $2,431.44. Oth.r bids were 
$4800 from Enteprise Machine Shop; 
$3000 from Charles Hurd Welding 
and $5400 from Dixie Ford. 

Three firms bid on furniture for 
the Elba courtroom, which will soon 
be divided into two courtrooms, and 
the coremission awarded the contract 
to Enterprise Office Supply, pending 
state approval. Also bidding were 
Kyzer Company, and Roberts and 
Sons. The bids were on 30 jury and 
witness chairs, two clerk chairs, 48 
wood chairs, two judge’s chairs and 
two court reporters’ chairs.

September Is Child Support Month In Alabama 


Governor George Wallace has 
proclaimed September Child Support 
Month in Alabama. 


Ron Smith, director of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Security, says the governor's action 
calls attention to the obligations of 
absent parents to support their 
children. 

In Alabama, county offices of the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
administer the state's child support 
enforcement program. In doing so, 
the department works closely with 


prosecutors and courts. 

“Only a small percentage of 
parents who owe support actually 
make the payments,’ said Smith. 
“This is a primary reason why so 
many women with children live in 
poverty. In most cases, it is the 
father who is the absent parent, but 
our department also makes every 
attempt to collect support from 
mothers when they are living away 
from their children.’’ 

The largest group of whom the 
Department of Pension and Security 
collects child support are families 


receiving welfare benefits through 
the Aid to Dependent Children 
program. The child support collected 
under those circumstances helps to 
offset the cost of the ADC program, 
which provides small monthly 
payments to about 300 families in 
Coffee County. 

We also provide child support 
services to families that don't quality 
for welfare benefits,’ said the 
director. ‘‘We assist in identifying 
fathers of children born out of 
wedlock, in locating absent parents 
and in working with prosecutors and

that don’t receive welfare, he said, 
goes directly to the family, not to the 
state. There are new state and 
federal laws that promise to 
strengthen enforcement of child 
support obligations, both for families 
who qualify for welfare and families 
who don’t. 

An important new law allows 
courts to order employers to deduct 
child support obligations from wages 
if the parent gets 30 days behind in 
making payments. The income with- 
holding law, Smith said, is much 
stronger than garnishment because 
it applies not only to past debts but 
to future obligations as well. The 
child support continues to be taken 
out of the parent's wages as long as 
the support obligation exists. 

In recognition of Child Support 
Month, county officiais of the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, along with prosecutors and 
other law enforcement officals, are 
participating in a special campaign 
during September, Project Pay-Up, 
as it is called, involves a variety of 
activities across the state to 
emphasize child support obligations 
and enforce payment of support, 

‘People owe it to their children 
to pay support,’’ said Smith. ‘When 
parents don’t pay, their children 
suffer, Often the family ends up on 
welfare, with the taxpayer footing 
the bill.”’ 

For the quarter ending June 30, 
1984 Coffee County collected 
$23,155.74, This figure represents 
544 ADC children that were helped 
through the child support program. 
For this reporting period Coffee 
County ranked third in the state, 
Coffee County's excellent rating 
due to the excellent cooperation of 
the District Attorney's Office, Coffee 
County Pensions and Security, and 
Judge Gary McAliley, Coffee County 
District Judge.
